THE RUIN OF SZEGEDIN. 
FEARFUL RAPIDITY OF THE RUSHING WATERS 
--THOUSANDS OF POOR PEOPLE EN- 


MERSION. 

Lonpow, March 14.—A specialito thy 
Timea from Pesth says: “ A large portion of 
the suburbs of Szegedin being below the ordi- 
nary level of the River Theiss, the water which 
rushed in from the higher ground bebind the 
town, being several feet above the present level 
of the river, bore down on its way the high 
road embankments, rushing in cascades into 
the lower ground, and inundating i¢ with fear 
ful rapidity. Instead of five or six - hours, 
which it was calculated the flood would‘ take te 
spread through the town, scarcely an hout 
and a half had passed before Szegedin lay,sub- 
merged up to its present level. Some hope is 
entertained that on account of the alarm which 
for days before the occurrence of the calamity 
Toused the popu'ation tos sense of their dan- 
ger and gave them an opportunity to fly fo:

There were hardly any serviceable boats avail- 
able. In a school-house 1,500 people had taken 
refuge, and were without food. Large num- 
bers of boats which were proceeding to aid the 
su city had been stopped by the storm, 
which had cut off communication by river. 

A @ tch to tlie Standard from Szege- 
din ‘says: ‘The River Naros is. rising 
rapidly and threatens New  Szegedin. 
Numerous in the vicinity are 
crowded ‘with ‘gees. Anarchy and confu- 
sion reign here and in the surrounding coun- 
try because of the insufficient number of 
troops. Several incendiaries have been sum- 

ly executed.

CONGRESS AND THE ARMY BILL. 
Of the two annual appropriations whose 


caused the premature session of the Forty- 
Sixth, one can be disposed of with little 
trouble. The Army bill must, of course, be 
introduced de novo; but if. proposed and 
handled with the slightest heed to the 
teachings of recent experience, it might 
pass both houses and be signed by the 
President within the limits of a single week. 

The history of the last Army bill is most 
suggestive and instructive for the new Con- 
gress. It ought to be incredible that the 
follies and blunders of the past Winter can 
be soon repeated, but. such a repetition is 
not even improbable. In a modern Army 
Appropriation bill there are two constitu- 
ent parts—what ought to be there and 
what ought not to be there; the latter is 
usually the larger, and invarlébly the part 
that makes all the trouble, An Army Sup- 
port bill proper contains one section, exclu- 
sive of its technical or enacting clauses, In 
the last session’s bill, the appropriations 
were included in a single section, which, to 
say the truth, was stuffed with soniething 
besides. As it reached the House from the 
Appropriations Committee, on the 23d of 
January last, it had become an affair of 
eleven sections, The first contained the 
routine items of support for the military es- 
tablishment, ‘with a little extraneous legis- 
itation for officers’ 
tor servants’ quar- 
ters; the other oe contained a moderate 
system of Army organization, whose worst 
fault was that it opened the whole question | 
of organization, which belonged to a differ- 
ent bill.

NEW-JERSEY LEGISLATION. 

The people of New-Jersey have excellent 
cause to felicitate themselves on the record 
of the Legislature which adjourned sine 

die yesterday. The adjournment was near- 
‘ly a month earlier than last year, and the 
‘session was one of the shortest in thirty 
years. The tone of this Legislature was 
‘exceptionally good. Last year, the Demo- 
erats were so ashamed of their Assembly 
, and its presiding officer that they adjourned 
that body (at 2 o’clock in the morning) 
without even attempting to compliment the 
Speaker, and none were more relieved at’ 
this dispersion than the leaders. of the 

. Yesterday, Democrats vied with 
each other in sincerely eulogizing President 
Sew. and Speaker Jackson, who had pre- 
sided over the two branches of the Legisla- 
ture with a dignity and impartiality which 
commanded the respect of every member 
of hoth parties. 

The majority came up manfully and reso- 
lutely ta the work of answering the popular 
demand for genuine retrenchment and re- 
form, in the face of the united and strenu-

officers. The .County Proseeutors and 
County Judges are to be salaried ‘at once, 
under the supervision of the Boards of 
Chosen Freeholders. The saving to the 
people by these bills is. estimated as‘ high 
a8 $200,000 annually. The need of reform- 
ing the fee system has long been apparent, 
and it received a new illustration yesterday, 
when Mr. Hobart reported to the Senate 
‘that the* - of State had fobbed 
$9,060 in 1876, $6,078 in 1877, and 
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Prof ATHERTON, ex-Senator Joun Hopper, 
and Hon Jouy P. Jacxson. Their work is 


expected to relieve the Legislature in great 
measure from the annual pressure for spe- 


cial legislation; which consumes much val- 
uable time and tends to deepen the hopeless 
confusion of the legal and ley mind. 

The interests of labor also received care- 
ful consideration. A movement to abolish 
the new Labor Bureau was promptly checked, 
tion was voted 
to increase its'efficiency. A crude project 
to abolish the contract system of shoe- 
making in the State Prison—on the specious 
plea that 270 unskilled convicts, working 
on shoes, seriously interfere with the wages 
of 12,000 skilled shoe-makers in the State— 
was defeated, and a commission was ap- 
pointed to inquire into the whole subject 
and report at the next session. An excel- 
lent ‘bill to provide for the arbitration of 
labor disputes, passed the Senate, and only 
failedin the House for lack of time. A 
somewhat hastily-conceived project for es- 
tablishing technical schools in cities also 
failed for much the'same reason, although 
strongly urged by the Governor. The Le- 
gislature showed itself ready to listen to 
any really practical measure for the ameli- 
oration of the toilers, while it as resolutely 
rejected numerous ill-advised schemes of 
demagogism. From the foregoing general 
summary, it will. be seen that the record of 
the Legislature just closed commends itself 
to the approval of the people of the State. 
The citizens of New-Jersey certainly should 
feelencouraged to elect another Republi- 


can Legislature next November.

HINDRANCES TO ART PROGRESS. 

The present season ought to be character- 
ized by a hopeful revival of the prospects 
of American art. In consequence of the 
long depression in trade and a general 
sense of poverty, a prevailing lack of 
swsthetic appreciation, a perverted prefer- 
ence, for foreign products, the tricks and 
wiles of dealers, want of concentration of 


themselves, and a disparaging and injadi- 
cious style of criticism, it has been for 
some time in the languishing and despond- 
ent condition that must inevitably come 
from discouragement and neglect. There 
are indications of reviving interest and ac- 
tivity that should be fostered into vigorous 
life. Perhaps the most depressing incubus 
that has weighed upon it has been the lack 
of popular cultivation in art matters, and a 
consequent want of taste and judgment. 
Few people make a study of art, or take 
the pains to inform themselves and become 
ecompétent to pass judgment upon any work 
that is placed before them. They go to 
occasional exhibitions as an amusement, to 
pass an idle hour, and make comments 
whose shallowness is evident to any casual 
well-informed listener. People who aspire 
to knowledge and taste in this direction 
need to devote serious study to the subject, 
to learn something of its principles, its 
history, and its criticism, to see pictures in 
galleries and studios, and in seeing, en- 
deavor to comprehend and form an intelli- 
gent judgment upon them. Art cultivation 
is a necessary basis for prosperity and prog- 
ress in art production, and is at the same 
time largely dependent upon it for facili- 
ties. 

Another drawback has been an almost to- 
tal want of a national spirit and a false no- 
tion that to obtain excellent picturés we 
must go abroad; This country has pro- 
duced artists, some of them with native 
genius for their work, with the severe 
training of foreign schools, and all the ad- 
vantages of study and discipline abroad, 
with fertility of invention and fidelity in 
execution, with everything in fact that is 
necessary to produce high results, and they 


have produced high results, but they have 


seen their works slightingly regarded, 
while the prevalent fancy has been to ron 
after whatever is brought from other coun- 


tries, much of it so conventional and mere- 


tricious, so manifestly inferior in concep- 


tion and workmanship, as not to deceive 
any person of real discrimination. The 
few whose vanity and wealth have led them 
to aspire to the credit of being connois- 
seurs and collectors have lavished their 


‘| money through agents and dealers on the 


very rubbish and, leavings of-~ European 
markets; and as a consequence they have 
failed in their object, and have no credit as 
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| whether of Munich or of Paris. Some who 


they know all, and that everything has 
gone wrong that did not originate where 
they borrowed their ideas. Study and 
training in Eatopean schools are well, if 
used as a matter of discipline and prepara- 
tion, but American artists should try to be 
Americans, to glorify home subjects, to be 
inventive, to be original and strong, to 
have a character of their own, and by it to 
win recognition and support. 

Finally, our art has suffered much from 
priggish criticism, which, with shallow con- 
eeit, has assumed to dispense omniscient 
judgment and a final doom. Men of native 
genius and the severe training of half a'life- 
time of study and work are pertly told that 
they have not mastered the first principles 
of their art, by callow upstarts,.fresh from 
the perusal of the elements of criticism. 
Works of decided merit, with perhaps a 
casual weakness, are consigned to their fate 
with a slur or a sneer, and well-won reputa- 
tions stabbed with a malignant epigram. 
Faults are sought out and gloated over, and 
beauties disregarded or treated with dis- 
paragement.. Here. again, subserviency to 


“foreign schools or devotion to special theo- 


ries dwarf and warp minds that should aid 
in developing and fostering American art. 
Depth, breadth, and generosity, in place of 
narrowness, shallowness, and spiteful malig- 
nancy in criticism, would do much to help 
on a work that has been so sorely hindered 
and baffled in recent years.

It 
is interesting to know that 85 miles a day for six 
days are about the greatest distance which men can 
be expectéd to cover under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances and the spur of winning much money 
and unlimited glory. But it would be more prac- 
tieal to know what distance could be covered, up 
hilt and down, by a tourist or traveler, or by 
“teams” or squads of men chosen from military or- 
ganizations, and walking as soldiers march and with 
soldiers’ usual equipments, There would be difficulty 
inarranging the details of such a contest as the latter, 
but the struggle, especially if between representa- 
tives of different nations, would scarcely be less in- 
teresting than walking matches between individuals. 
Wesrton’s recent walk in England approximated in 
ite conditions to possible, though extreme, require- 
ments of peace or war on the human frame. His 
performance, though technically a failure, was really 
remarkable, and it tends to show, as far as it goos, 
that a man can walk bat little more than half as far 
when he takes ebances of ordinary roads and 
weather as when hé walks over a prepared and level 
teack under shelter. For about six weeks he 
averaged 48 miles each day, and, as his route fol- 
lowed the coast line quite closely, besides covering 
the distante he also showed incidentally that it is 
quite’ possible to walk entirely around England in 
about a month and a half.
